In November. 1932. he was re-elect- 
ed to the same office.

It outlines 
in detail 
the rural 


scouts program as follows: 


BY O. H. BENSON 


The Boy Scout program has been 


serving American boys 
for nearly 


twenty-four years and is well known 
and acceptable to city 
boys 
and 


their parents. It is the purpose of 
this article to set forth the facts in 
regard to scouting for rural boys and 
to answer the following questions:— 


1. How has the 
scouting pro- 


gram been ruralized? 


2. What are the plans for rural 


groups and leadership? 


We shall answer the above ques- 


tions so that leaders and farm people 
may understand the progress and 
make more and better use of it. 


30 Per Cent on Farms 


In a survey made in 1926 of 1400 


troops located in rurai towns, we 
discovered that 30 per cent of 
the members lived on farms. 
We 


also ft>und that many of these 
boys, against their wjll and due to 
pressure of parents, or inability to 
meet the time schedule of the town 


troops, were obliged to drop out 
while in Tenderfoot rank. 
These 


boys could not do up 
the 
farm 


chores, clean up, eat supper 
and 


j get into town in time for a seven or 
| seven-thirty p. m. troop meeting. 


Upon further investigation, we 


found by consulting many parents 
of farm boys, that 
they 
wanted 


! their boys to have Scout training, 
but they were obliged to choose be- 
tween having their boys in scouting 
and disrupting the work program of 
the farm, and their farm schedule 
for feeding, 
milking, and 
chores. 


The result was inevitable—they took 
the boys out of scouting. 


Farm boys have discovered that 


their free 
time for scouting pur- 


poses is seldom in accord with the 
boys. 
Farmers can hardly wait 


leisure time of the town and city 
until school is out in May or June 
to get the help of the little rural 
man. who is quite a big man in the 
rush work st-ason oa the 
farm. 


Rural boys have just as many free 
hours for scouting during the year 
as does the average town or city boy. 
They have long evenings at home, 
rainy days, stormy weather, and the 
slack periods between plantiny and 
harvest time. So the job of the Na-

Let us review what has been done

“The 1.647.850 acres of Pennsyl­ 
vania state forests are wide open 
for public use,” Secretary Staley 
said. 
“Every law abiding hunter 
is welcome and it is not necessary 
to have a special perm it to hunt 
in the .state’s woods!ands.” 
Although the state forrests com­ 
prise only slightly more th a n 12 per 
cent of the total tim ber acreage of 
Pennsylvania, most sportsm en are 
agreed th a t they contain some of 
the best hunting grounds in Penn's 
woods. Half of the deer, more than 
one-third of the bear, and large 
quantities of sm all gam e are killed 
in them annually, according to state 
forestry officias. 
20 G am e Refuges 
Also. w ithin them are located 20 
state game refuges and 13 auxiliary 
game refuges, the com bined area of 
which is approxim ately 50.000 acres. 
G am e birds and anim als breed In 
these refuges unm olestd and pro­ 
tected from predatory anim als and 
they provide a n abundance of wild 
life to replenish surrounding for­ 
ests. 
"All th a t is asked of visitors to 
the state forests,” said Secretary 
Staley, "is th a t they obey the game. 
fish. and forest laws. and particu­ 
larly be careful w ith fire in 
the 
woods.” 
He also calls atten tio n to the fact 
th a t there are more th a n 18.000 
enrolled men in th e 92 emergency 
conservation 
work 
cam ps in the 
state 
forests, and In accordance 
w ith the governor’s request hunters 
are urged to use extrem e caution 
while hunting in th e neighborhood 
of these camps.
